DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Raymond et al, US 6,440,069 B1 ("Raymond"). 

Claims 1-20 : Raymond teaches an apparatus (see fig. 21) for detecting ingestion of an 
object (see Abstract and col. 3, II. 57-67, and col. 28, II. 5-41), comprising: an ingestible 
object (capsule) 232; and an identification circuit (microcircuit) 244 coupled to the 
ingestible object 232, the identification circuit 244 upon ingestion of the ingestible object 
enabling radio frequency electromagnetic coupling (transmitter) 240 to a sensing device 
to indicate ingestion of the ingestible object (see col. 3, II. 60-67); the ingestion is human 
ingestion performed in medicinal purposes (see col. 3, II. 60-67); and the identification 
circuit 244 is inactive while it remains in the capsule, and once the capsule is dissolved, 
a liquid sensor 246 provides a signal to the microcircuit which activates it (see col. 28, II. 
10-20).
